The other day we stepped into 
an Upland store just as the pro- 
prietor was giving a boy working 
for him some excellent advice— 
and it was along the line of econ- 
omy.

He was explain- 
ing to his new boy clerk some- 
thing in this fashion: 

Never use too much string or 
paper when wrapping up goods. 
For instance, take this illustra- 
tion: The amount of string and 
paper on each item is small, but 
in the course of a year it amounts 
to considerable. If you use twice 
as much paper and string as you 
need it will just double that ex- 
pense, and where $150 should pay 
the bill for the year it will run 
the amount up to double, or $300.

San Bernardino county raised 
$12,903.37, the report disclosed. 

Los Angeles county is by far 
the bigges single county adver- 
tiser in he state, having collect- 
ed $886,472 to ‘tell the world” 
about ner superior sunshine, fruit, 
schools and other selling points, 
the report shows. The average 
sum spent per county is $29,- 
540.54.

$89,924.25.

The Southern Pa- 
cific, which has pioneered. in the 
development of the territory along 
its lines, took active part in im- 
porting the parent plants for the 
now producing date groves in the 
Coachella valley. A quarter of a 
century ago the railroad handled 
without cost the first importation 
of date saplings brought from 
Africa.

came by ship via New York to} 


New Orleans, where they were 
train loaded for haul to Indio.
